Rely on the Dreadnaught 

What the Naval Battle Taught the 
Un ted State* 

"Up to the time of the great Anglo- 
German battle in the Norm Sea off 
the coast of Jutland public opinion 
throughout the world eras beginning 
to feel that the development of the 
submarine had perhaps made the 
battle-ship archaic and as out of 

f ilace in naval warfare as the. old- 
ashioned four-borsc stage coach is in 
transportation. 

We have written to the assistant 
secretary of the Navy, Mr. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, asking what ia the ex¬ 
pert opinion in this otuntry now on 
the question of the dreadnought or 
b ; g battle-ship. His reply follows: 

The recent naval battle In the North 
Sea merely confirms the constant 
opinion of naval officers and all who 
have carefully studied our needs that 
the seagoing, heavily armed and ar¬ 
mored battle-ship is necessarily the 
backbone of naval defence. 1 person¬ 
ally believe that we ought not. under 
any circumstances, to stop laying 
down battleahipm. Their function ia 
totally different from that of battle¬ 
cruisers, and, while we undoubtedly 
need the latter to offset battle¬ 
cruisers of other Powers in the work 
for which they are specially intended, 
yet the control of our contiguous 
waters and the protection of our 
territory >nd interests mil depend, in 
the final analysis, on the strength of 
o.>. dreadnought fleet."—The « 
look. 


Marketing of Hog* 

TSa Rapid Finishing of Hags Found 
to bo Mast Profitably 

Thera are two aides to the proposit¬ 
ion of putting rapid gaina on a pig, 
though, aa a practice, it is wall to (To 
ao. It the pig ia crowded to his cap¬ 
acity he will waste a large proportion 
of the nutrients which he consumes, 
though be ia kept a shorter period of 
time ao that hia maintenance coat ia 
less in the aggregate. The high finish 
ia not aecuied on plea which make 
their gaina more alowTy, for they grow 
Instead of fattening, and more frame¬ 
work while making weight does not 
make human food .and hence does 
not bring the price which a plump, 
well-finished pig of smaller frame 
will bring. Hence, all things con¬ 
sidered, the rapid gains are ordinarily 
the moat economical and the moil 
profitable .which means that the **x- 
tra waste incident to rapid feeding 
in leas tha nth# increaaed mainten¬ 
ance ooet doe to a slower feeding 

Cleanliness and sanitary conditions 
are considered essential in growing 
the modem bog. but by the liberal 
use of clean straw or other litter, and 
disinfectants, houses of any kind 
can be kept In a sanitary condition 
so that the health of the atoek may 
be maintained.

War and Weather 

No Reason to Behave That tha Can¬ 
nonading in Europe Effects 
tha Weather Here 

In answer to a query as to whether 
the extraordinary weather in any way 
has been brought about by the can¬ 
nonading in Europe, the following 
statement has been made by the Me¬ 
teorological Office at Toronto: 

"Historical records enable the rae- 
teorologicalist to draw a rainfall curve 
in Asia Minor back 3,000 year*. *itli 
probably some degree of accuracy. 
More recently, the study of the 
growth of the yellow pine of Arisons 
t nd the seauoia tree of California, as 
evidenced by their rings, has also 
enabled officers of the Carnegie In¬ 
stitute to draw a rainfall curve for 
3,000 years. The curves agree fairly 
well and show that the climate has 
been pulsatory throughout this long 
term, with periods of rainy seasons. 
Both curves indicate that the one 
thousand years before Christ, were 
much wetter than at later periods. 

"At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century occurred many cold, wet 
summers. The years 1812 ana 1816 
were especially marked by a great de- 
pr ssion of emperature in Canada 
and the Northern United States; and 
1816 was afterwards known as the 
year without a summer. 

"Many summers in the forties were 
verv cold and wet. also in the sixties, 
and again m the raHy eighties. 

"In Toronto since April 1st there 
has been a slightly greater rainfall 
than in any corresponding period on 
record, but there have been at least 
ten other three-month periods—June 
to August, and July to September— 
with a much greater rainfall. 

"There is not the slightest reason ro 
suppose that the cannonading In Eur¬ 
ope has anv appreciable effect. I be- 
MM it to be negligible in the gigan¬ 
tic workings of nature. The excessive 
rain has been only in Ontario and 
Western Quebec. Eastern Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces nave been 
nearly average, and Newfoundland 
ha* been dry, and for two months the 
weather there has been exceptionally 
fine and bright. 

"The variations in rainfall from 
year to year .hrough long periods 
are connected with the general circula¬ 
tion of the earth’s atmosphere, which 
is without doubt affected by changes 
in solar radiation, which ia also var¬ 
iable. Profeasor Abbott, of Mount 
Wilson Observatory, has shown that 
the sun is a variable star, changing its 
rut put of energy by at leaat one-sev¬ 
enth of the whole. We do not know 
what the changes have been in by¬ 
gone timet. 

"The sequence probably is a solar 
change affecting first the Equatorial 
regions and leading to changes in 
the strength of the trade winds and 
their ocean currents, and L little 
late- the wind circulation and cy¬ 
clonic formations of the. middle and 
higher latitudes. 

"We tee no reason i hy there should 
not soon be a change to normal con¬ 
ditions."—Montreal Family Herald. 

Duped the Germans 

How Russian Prisoners Pooled a Ger¬ 
man Guard 

The vast system of German official¬ 
dom can be, and sometimes i*. very 
easily fooled and humiliated.

Tha Following By tha Chiaf Scout 
ia of Groat Importance 

Scoutmaster* tell me they find con¬ 
siderable difficulty in dealing with re¬ 
quests from people desirous of ex¬ 
ploiting the Boy Scouts for their own 
purposes, such as collecting subscrip¬ 
tions, selling flags, etc. 

"Generally these people are influ¬ 
ential Locally, and to decline is liable 
to set them against the movement, 
while to accept ia to put the bovs in a 
false position of beinx a sort of cheap 
advertisement to the detriment of 
their scout-character-training. 

It ia natural that in getting up fetes 
and demonstrations the first thought 
of the organiser is. “Oh, let’s get the 
Bov Scouts to parade and do it for 
their good turn. Tell them it is pat¬ 
riotic and for the good of tMe cause, 
and it will be alright." 

It may help officers in such a pre¬ 
dicament to be able to quote the fact 
that our movement ia an educational 
one for training the lada in character, 
and ia not an oigar.ixation for supply¬ 
ing public displays. When it is poss¬ 
ible for a scout to do a public ser¬ 
vice, which is at the same time edu¬ 
cative to him. we encourage him to do 
i*, as promoting his sense of dv‘y to 
others, but where it ia a matte: of 
making a display or of touting and 
begging, it has a distinctly harmful ef¬ 
fect on the lads. I feel confident that 
those who have the beat interests of 
the country at heart, will take this 
point of view into consideration, and 
will absolve the boys from taking 
part 

“In my mind the boys of the coun¬ 
try have a very definite place in the 
war—In the war that comet after this 
war—namely, in the struggle for in¬ 
dustrial and commercial success which 
is going to raise the country out of 
the havoc brought about by the wdg 
ing crisis, ad which will consolidate 
for oa tomorrow the results of victor¬ 
ies won by our men on the field to¬ 
day, and will compensate for our 
losses. 

That war will be going on for the 
next ten or twenty year* and will be 
won br the country whose citizens are 
then the best equipped in spirit and 
ability for their great work. 

To this end all our energies should 
be concentrated on training the ris¬ 
ing generation to the fullest possible 
extent in individual character, techni¬ 
cal efficiency, physical health. With 
this foundation they will make effi¬ 
cient citixens, and equally, if need be, 
the moat efficient soldiers. 

But to dress them in khaki and to 
teach them to play at soldiers under 
the allurement of the existing war 
fever, is, to my mind to trifle with a 
very serious situation and with a very 
big national opportunity."—Baden 
Powell. 

Keep an Open Mind 

There are four set* of relations to 
be considered—our relations to the 
British Dominions, to our Allies, to 
neutral snd to enemy countries. We 
may find ourselves faced by an eco¬ 
nomic struggle with the last not lees 
determined snd embittered snd poss¬ 
ibly even more trying than actual 
mistaken; that sequel oi;;;;;,t ; A 
war. Moat people seem to expoct It 
just now. On the other hana they 
may be mistaken; that sequel to the 
war ia not Inevitable. Obviously our 
relations to the other groups will be 
affected by thia uncertain factor. In 
any eaae a true economic adjustment 
can only arise out of the circum¬ 
stances; and the sensible course ia to 
keep an open mind, to b% bound nei¬ 
ther by past practice nor by theory, 
but to be prepared for any change 
which may aaem daairable.—London 
Time*.

Huns Have a Grievance Against Pres¬ 
ident Wilson for Interfering 
With /heir Plana 

A grievance tbit looms large in 
every Gertnan mind, and apparently 
cannot be removed by any argument, 
has iuat been voiced by Admiral 
von Koester, who not long ago was 
the head of th- kaiser’s fleet. Not 
considerations of right or internation¬ 
al law, he aaid, but Apolitical and com¬ 
mercial circumstances,” had forced the 
recent diminution of U-boat activi¬ 
ties. Those activities he insisted, 
were warranted against an enemy who 
uaed mines and aeroplanes— nothing 
about the embargo, for a wonder!— 
and the admiral could not refrain 
from a sarcastic reference to Presi¬ 
dent. Wilson as the advocate of hu¬ 
manity and justice who supplied to 
Germany’s enemies the arms and mu¬ 
nitions, without which they could oot 
continue the war against her. 

Again in this there is the curious 
assumption that to delay or prevent 
German victory is essentially and 
necessarily vicious — that it makes 
any professions of virtue the manifes¬ 
tations of the basest hypocrisy. The 
admiral cannot conceive, apparently, 
the possibility of adequate and good 
reasons for favoring the Allies or of 
an honest governmental neutrality 
that does not find excuses for chang¬ 
ing old rules when the chances of war 
have made them, for once, qiore ad¬ 
vantageous to the foes of Germany 
than to herself. 

And the admiral hopefully pro¬ 
phesied the coming of the day when 
'’political and commercial circum¬ 
stances*' would, no longer compel the 
imposing of detested restrictions on 
the U-boat commanders I "Better 
times are coming," is the way he puts 
It, and that can hardly mean anything 
except a resumption of attacks on 
passenger ships, regardless of immuni¬ 
ties hitherto enjoyed. 

Of course, in talking Uke this. Ad¬ 
miral von Koester did not speak for 
all Germans, snd especially he did 
not apeak for Germany's responsible 
statesmen. His grievance, howeter, 
aa to prolonging the war and making 
it* ending at least uncertain. Is pro¬ 
perly called Teutonic, for it U men¬ 
tioned as often by Germans hero .. 
at home and It it evident that they 
sincerely think It a real one.— Nt / 
York Times. 


Increase la Canada’s Trade 

Exports of manufactured articles 
from Canada during April and May of 
this year are shown by a statement 
recently issued. These amounted in 
May to $27,734,477, and in the two 
months of the fiscal year at $49,307.- 
555. against $16*121,149 ia May. 19lJ, 
and $29442^07 for the two-month 
period. 

Another feature of the statement is 
the sharp rise in imports of free 
goods and in dutiable commodities. 
The latter in May amounted to $39.- 
740,167, aa compared with $19,851,612 
for the same months last year; im- 
orts of free goods increaaed from 
14439,196 Id May, 1915, to $29457,- 

Imports of all claaaes including coin 
and bullion, totalled $70430,181, 
against $35,046,944 for the same peri¬ 
od last year. 

Export of agricultural products for 
May increased to $47,433,750, an in¬ 
crease of $34,687,623. Substantial in¬ 
creases arc also shown in other ex¬ 
ports. 

f May Uaa Breastplates 

So successful in reducing mortalitv 
|iave been the i.ew French steel hel¬ 
mets that it is now proposed to equip 
troops in the trenches with sted 
breastplates. Holding up one of the 
casaues at a meeting of the Academy 
of Medicine, at Paris, Dr. Roussy 
pointed to a loogitndinal rent in its 
side and said it represented the work. 
of a German bullet fired at a 200 yard j 
range. "But for this helmet," ex- j 
claimed the professor, "the wearer 
would have been killed outright. As 
it was, the soldier sustained but a 
slight superficial contusion of the 
scalp." 

Having gained prohibition, the tem¬ 
perance people of Ontario are now 
organising to have the law enforced 
after it ia put in operation in Septem¬ 
ber. In this they show practical wis¬ 
dom, for it is a fact that in the past 
prohibition haa been a name only *n 
many centres.

Because live stock makes it possible 
for a man to put a large value into 
a small compass and to save in 
freight on sending things to mark 
Because by the help of live stock we 
are enabled to sell at a high price the 
carbonaceous products of the farm, 
which mean nothing In fertility lost, 
but which are always in demand in 
the market*. 

Because the manure made by the 
live stock is a valuable byproduct, 
which not only phts back into the 
land the mineral plant food that has 
been taken out, but adds an addition¬ 
al element of carbon in cellular form, 
wkich decays and affects the plant 
foods in the soil in so decaying. 

The Envy or Europe 
"The Lewis gun," specially design¬ 
ed by the British Wai Office, to meet 
the need of airmen, is obtaining most 
gratifying results, as statistics which 
will be published shortly, will show. 
Lord Hugh Cecil called this gun 
"the envy of Europe." In the Areial 
service the fliers call it "the bullet.'* 
its characteristic being the faculty 
with which it can be handled in the 
air. 

It is reported that the Berlin au¬ 
thorities consider it the most serious 
enemy which the Zeppelins have in 
their flights across the North Sea.

Hon. A. J. Balfour Delivers Stirring 
Address at Parliamentary Din¬ 
ner in. London Recently 

The Empire Parliamentary Associa¬ 
tion gave a luncheon at the House 
of Commons in London recently >s 
honor of the parliamentary delegate* 
from the overseas dominions. Right 
Hon. J. Lowther prrbided and among 
the speakers were A. J. Balfour. Sir 
George Foster aud Senator Stuart of 
South Africa. 

"In welcoming you this afternoon," 

***** Mf- Balfour, ‘we do so in a spirift 
of kinship and not of spectators 10 
* great drama, but of those who are 
bearing an all-important share in thetf 
work that is going on on vvery fronL^ 

"Before the war all of us discuiused 
the future of the British Empire and 
analysed the bond* which held togeth¬ 
er this great political organism, with¬ 
out a parallel in history, and perhaps 
each man had asked himself whether, 
when the moment of stress or danger 
occurred, these bonds of common 
sympathy and common ideals rather 
t ian tyranny or law, would stand the 
•tress of a groat struggle. All doubt* 
however, have been dispcl.ed. TFe 
response of the dominions forms >ne 
of the marvels of history, one which 
the empire historian of the future will 
look back upon with pride that no 
familiarity can stale. 

“Canada. Australia and New Zea. 
land with out the calculation of in¬ 
genuous theoretical and political writ¬ 
er*, have sent us cf their best, in » 
great joint effort to maintain the 
ideals of freedom and liberty which ia 
the proud boast of our race, and tb.y 
Live come without persuasion or plea¬ 
sure." 

Touching on the future constitu¬ 
tional relations of the empire the 
speaker aaid: 

"I. don’t ask myself whether i| 
act Id be wise jx easy to modify the 
re'ations between var.ous parts of the 
Empire. 1 look forward to tLc prob- 
lcm with absolute confidence. Whe¬ 
ther we change it or leave it aa it .a, G 
this fact always remains, that we ar • 
bound together fundamentally and 
es» entially because w- enjoy the same 
common ideal of liberty aid freedom 
snd the same spirit of law snd order, 
and we are determined that no nation 
shall break those bonds, however well 
organised they may be. 

"After two years of titanic efforts, 
we shall go forward with indomitable 
will and confidence, until we reacb 
final triumph." 

Weeds are Spreading 

Farmers Should Wage a Ceaselesa 
War Against the Peat 

"Many of the weeds arc getting 
ahead of the farmers, and unless me¬ 
thods of control are put into practice 
at once the weeds will gain the upper 
Lend." This is how C N inmck, 
of the Coramii.oD of Conservation, 
sixes up the weed situation in Cana¬ 
da. In regard to wild oats, he reports 
that in 1910 on. hundred fartm wive 
visited in each of the prairie (rovin- 
ers, and on one per cent, of the Man¬ 
itoba farms wild oats were found. In 
Saskatchewan seventy-one per cent, 
and in Albdrta three per cent report¬ 
ed wild oata. la 1911, on the same 
farms in Alberta, thirty-one per cent, 
reported wild oats, while in 1912 a still 
larger number reported this ward, 
showing that it was travelling west¬ 
ward with s vengeance. In the dis¬ 
trict visited in 1913, wild oats wero 
reported by eighty-three per cent of 
the farmer*. 

Ball mustard, Canada thistle, stink- 
weed and wild dots were reported in 
the Prairie Provinces on at least fifty- 
three per cent, of the farms visited 
and some of these weeds were report¬ 
ed on twenty-nine per cent of the 
farms. In Eastern Canada couch and 
ox-eye daisy were reported on sev- W 
enty-three per cent of the farms and 
sow thistle oa thirly-fonr per ceat 
This is bad enough, but in every case 
all these weeds were badly spreading, 
and will continue to do *0 unless 
something more is done to check their 
advance. 

Government legislation without the 
co-operation of the farmer will oever 
eradicate the weed pest. Fanners and 
tboac of a locality must co-operate 
and wage ceaseless war against it if 
any permanent aucces* ia to be attain¬ 
ed. It is in the farmer's own interest 
to destroy the weeds, which are 
growing, and for this reason alone ac- 
groing, and for this reason alone ac¬ 
tion on ths part of the government 
should not be necessary.

The vexing problem for all. but 
particularly for the new-comer 
in the homestead districts of Al¬ 
berta, is to get the full market 
value for his hogs and cattle. 
These are raised considerably in 
excess of local requirements, and 
must And their way to Calgary 
or some such central market.

therein, a renewal statement of 
the amount still due for principal 
and interest and of all payments 
made on account of all lien notes 
and hire receipts shall be filed 
within thirty days of the expira¬ 
tion of two years from the first 
filing, and thereafter renewals 
shall be filed within thirty days 
of the expiration of one year 
from the day of the former fil¬ 
ing. Where the first filing was 
made two years or more before 
the passing of the amendment 
the renewal shall be filed within 
six months of the date of the 
amendanL 

The amendant was passed on 
the 19th day of April. 1916, so 
that the time for registering re¬ 
newals of lien notes and hire re¬

WHAT HAS BE BN DONE WITHOUT COMPULSION 

Roaruitinj Has Resulted in Enlistment of One Man Out of 
Every Nine oi the Population of the United KiuAdom 
According to the Latest Estimates 


Great Britain and the domain* 
across the aexs, not including In-ha. 
hare raised since the war began live 
million men for army and navy with¬ 
out compulsory service. England. 
Scotland and Wales have about 42,- 
000.000 and Ireland 4.000.000 people. 
The chief contribution from beyond 
the aeas have come from Australasia, 
with 7,000,000. and Canada with 8.000.- 
000. These distant possessions have 
done wonderfully, yet it is likely that 
their contributions have not been 
much more than sufficient to make up 
for the deficiency in some parts of 
Ireland—end indeed England—caused 
by the unpopularity of the war with 
aomc classes there. 

We may reasonably credit the Unit¬ 
er; KinRilom, theii. with raising 5,000.- 
000 men from a population of 46,000,- 
000; one in nine. That ratio, applied 
to the United States, would impose 
the requirement to raise 11,000,000 sol¬ 
diers in less than two yean. 

Let it be remembered that Biitain 
has done this without universal com¬ 
pulsion. Two years ago there was no 
m*>re seeming probability of such a 
draft being made on Britain than there 
♦a today ol its being made on America. 
The war was not threatened, was not 
expected. When it began in the late 
days of July, 1914, to loom as a poss¬ 
ible eventuality there was almost uni¬ 
versal detestation of the idea of en¬ 
gaging in such a struggle. 

No nation, when^ thia war started, 
conceived the mobilisation of men and 
resources which has been accomplish¬ 
ed. Go back to the fantastic statisti¬ 
cal complications of a few years ago, 
in which were represented the “poten¬ 
tial military strength" of nations on 
the basis of the highest theoretical re¬ 
cruitment. Not one of the countries 
now at war was credited, in these the¬ 
oretic calculation*' with nearly so 
many military units of humanity as it 
now has under arms. 

Who, again, believed that the eco¬ 
nomic strain of such a war could 
be borne, at this rate, thus long? Al¬ 
most nobody. Yet the war has gone 
two years at higher pressure than 
could be imagined; it might go as 
many more; and the economic aspect, 
while serious, is not even yet the su¬ 
preme one. 

The explanation, of coorse, la that 
a country at war saves in a myriad 
other directions so that it may spend 
the waste on the fighting machines r 
and the war waste which the statis¬ 
ticians gravely figure it entitled to 
be offset by the war economies, which 
are not only huge, but in many ways 
constitute a useful lesson in thrift and 
•ensc.—From the New York Press. 

A Four Thousand Feet Leap 

Feat of a French Officer ia Without 
Parallel in the Prevent War 

The feat of a young sub-lieutenant 
of the French artillery, Maurice B., 
in dropping 4,000 feet from a balloon 
is without parallel in the recent war 
There haa been nothing quite like it. 

While he was in charge of one of 
a number of spherical ballons at Ver¬ 
dun, a fierce storm, attended with 
(hander and lightning, broke over the 
lines. Several of the balloons wer in 
consequence detached from tbeir 
moorings and were lost. One of these 
was under the direction of Maurice R. 

Carried by the wind, which was in 
an easterly direction, toward the en¬ 
emy. he determined to fall, U at all 
possible within hi* own lines. But 
bis balloon, catching fire, this was 
rendered impossible. He burned all 
hia papers on board, and, seeing there 
was no hope of escape except by the 
parachute, he seised it, and made a 
plunge from the height stated. 

His descent was made the more 
dramatic by the storm, thunder and 
lightning and rain mingling to make 
(he feat highly spectacular. Maurice 
B. was cheered on reaching ground, 
and his promotion was one of the 
most popular events of the month.

All Russia talks and aingi and tells 
the story of Cosma Krutchkov. If 
there were no Conscription Act in 
Russia, he would lead the nation to 
the feet of the Csar as an offering 
for the defence o fthe Empire—such 
is the national influence of his name 

In every shop window his portrait 
is on exhibit, the music halls ring 
with the atory oi his exploits, and 
in the working class neighborhoods oi 
Petrograd mothers tell their children 
to be a Cosma. and in the churches 
he is blessed and prayed for. And yet 
he is only a plain soldier, modest, re¬ 
tiring, and afraid of the popularity 
that has been so unexpectedly show¬ 
ered upon him. He will not take the 
leave that is offered him—he wants to 
live and die with his regiment. 

And all this because he rose up one 
morning and pot an end to a bunch 
of Germans. German cavalrymen 
were aeen somewhere in Russia in the 
distance. 

The tiny band of Cossacks under 
his order immediately rode to the 
attack. When a few shots had been 
exchanged, the Germans, seeing how 
few their opponents were, turned 
round and rod* to meet them. After 
a few minutea fighting, twenty-two 
Germans were dead (eleven by 
Krutchkov’s hand), two lay wounded 
on th’e ground, and the remaining 
three fled. 

Krutchkov had been wounded six¬ 
teen and his horse eleven times. The 
other Cossacks had each received a 
few wounds. All were taken to hos¬ 
pital at Vitebsk, where they recovered 
in a wonderfully short space of Mine; 
now they are again a* the front. 
Krutchkov received his Cross and his 
fame filled all Russia.

Seven-MiIHon-Ton Pyramid 

The greatest monument in the 
world is the Great Pyramid of Egypt, 
which was built nearly 6,000 years 
ago.

Rubbing Elbows 

Blowing Dp ■ lfine Within Click of 
the German Rifles 

Blowing up a sains, within sound of 
the "click of the enemy's rifles is an 
enterprise as haxardous as it ia diffi¬ 
cult of performance. And yet there 
is no bit of the fighting that the 
British soldier relishes with such test, 
except it is to follow up the explosion 
with a bayonet charge. 

"It was over a hundred yards from 
the shaft or outlet and only measured 
about 3 feet high by 30 inches wide." 
Thus writes *xn officer who superin¬ 
tended a moat successful tunneling 
operation. 

"All the explosive had to be carried 
very carefully and placed in position, 
and the Boches were working so 
close to us that it was imperative to 
make no noise or the whole business 
■ •id lie given away. 

After the explosive a quantity of 
s*cmming, consisting of sandbags well 
• uv and rubbish, had to 
be built up to preveht the force of the 
explosion following the line of least 
resistance and simply expending its 
force along our own gallery and prob¬ 
ably damaging our own lines. 


to the German trenches that you 
could hear their riflebolu click as 
they unloaded, after firing. More¬ 
over, with a view to blowing a ready 
made communication trench the mine 
was so close to the surface that the 
concussion • from the explosion, of 
even the lighter shells from our guns 
falling short and anywhere near us 
put all the candles out 

One of the greatest difficulties con¬ 
nected with these operations is to ven¬ 
tilate the galleries and avoid the noise 
made by mechanical ventilators or 
fans, and, as the "stemming" has to 
be passed from hand to hand to en¬ 
sure quiet, the number of men neces¬ 
sary in a gallery a hundred yard* l° n * 
la so considerable that the air is rare¬ 
ly good enough to allow a candle to 
burn. “* 

"In this instance we were alto with¬ 
out electric lamps, and the work had 
to be done almost entirely in the dark 
—at any rate, during the last twenty- 
four hour*. 

The infantry attack which was to 
follow the explosion, was timed to 
begin at 4:30 a.m., and the mines 
had to be exploded at 4:29 a.m., so 
that the infantry might rush forward 
under cover of the smoke from the 
explosion. 

In order to blow up this mine to 
form a ready made communication 
trench the charges had to be laid in 
a series, equidistant and of equal 
amount, except for those nearest our 
own end. Which for safety’s sake 
were made lighter. 

These charges were connected up 
electrically "in series" and "in paral¬ 
lel" so that there could be no possible 
doubt of their exploding as soon as 
the "exploder” or battery was used. 
To make doubly sure a fuse had w*cen 
attached, so that if the electrical con¬ 
nections failed the safety fuse could 
be employed. 

The time came at last, and we push¬ 
ed down the handles of the exploders. 
So great was the concussion of the 
shells dropping at the time that for 
the life of me I thought the charge 
series of charges as we were firing 
had failed, though such a charge or 
was sufficient to shake down aug-outs 
several hundred yards away. 

To make sure we hurriedly changed 
the connections on the batteries using 
three exploders for each separate 
charge, and then when oar minute's 
grace was altqost up we gave up 
troubling further and came out from 
our improvised shelter feeling that 
we had failed. 

How pleased we were to meet a 
cheery captain as we went along the 
front line towards the communication 
trench, who told us the mine had ex¬ 
ploded splendidly! 

The captain was now 16 the same 
state of excitement awaiting his time 
to lend his men over the parapet and 
across to the German lines at we 
had been waiting for 4.29 a.m. 

He was the captain of the second 
line, who were now manning the 
front line trench, while the frontline 
fellows were already in No Man's 
Land lying hidden in a ditch. 

The moment arrived, and the order 
to charge forward was given, and 
away they rushed across the open, 
and in less than half an hour had tak¬ 
en the fu-at three lines of German 
trenches. 

The sappers, too, had ruahed out. 
add with pick and shovel were busy 
making the connections blown by our 
mine into a communication trench by 
which ammunition and reserves rould 
he brought forward to the lads in 
front 

This work brought to light the fact 
tb it \ve Had blown in a german gallerv 
within four feet of onr own and had 
killed at least four .Germans by the 
explosion—how many more were 
•here mi**ht have been in their demol¬ 
ished gallerv one rould not «ay. 

For our part, tired out bv the exer¬ 
tions of the previous few days, it was 
not long before we were back at bil¬ 
lets and fast asleep, and it was a most 
pleasant reflection as ewlaodwrn m 
pleasant refaction as we !ay down to 
rest that we had carried out our work 
with the best possible results and 
without a casualty of any kind. 

Hun Soldiers Drugged 

At Verdun the heavily massed Ger¬ 
man charges have most often hern 
made by fresh troops, advancing from 
comparative safety to meet the sud¬ 
den, merciless sweep of the French 
machine guns. When Lord North- 
cliffc, publisher of the Daily Mail and 
the London Times, returned from a 
visit to the front at Verdun, he said, 
in his tfccoont of the bayonet charges 
of the German troops, that the men 
were “drug enthused." I had heard it 
so decidedly denied that drugs were 
given to the Germans before drives 
that I interviewed him concerning h»s 
authority for the statement. He aaid 
that his authority was the words of 
the German prisoners themselves. He 
had talked personally with half « tun- 
dred within an hour after their _«*p- 
ture. These men declared that they 
had been given either mixed with 
some other gas, and that the Vfect 1 
was a wild, enthusiastic abandon, last¬ 
ing for an hour and a half or two 
hours.—Lucian S. Kid land ia Lea- 
lia'a. 


Incident* at Verdun 

Stubborn Courage and Reckless Dar¬ 
ing of French Defenders Ara 
Given ia British Nanativa 

H. Warner Allen special correspond¬

account of deeds of heroism at Ver¬ 
dun; "When one talks with the men 
who come down to Verdun straight 
from the firing line oae realizes how 
tremendous must have bees the Ger¬ 
man losses. Never have French troops 
fought more magnificently than the 
men who retired so grimly from the 
Bois d'Haumont, the Bois dcs Caurcs, 
and the Herbelois, to the line of the 
Cote du Poivre and Douaumont. They 
fought to gain time, and gladly gave 
their lives lor this object. Two divi¬ 
sions held up two German army corps 
for several hours. Every yard of 
ground yielded was paid for by the 
enemy a hundred tiroes over. 

"There was a sergeant who, as his 
colonel certifies from hia own certain 
knowledge, accounted for sixty 
Boches with.rifle bullets. He was the 
crack shot oi the battalion, and when 
the enemy were advancing he went 
up outside the trenches, and stood 
there fully exposed to the storm of 
shells and bullets, while his comrade.* 
handed up to him rifle after loaded 
rifle from below the parapet. By a 
miracle he was not touched, and af¬ 
ter he had accounted for nis sixty 
Germans he fell back with his battal¬ 
ion to the second line. He was re¬ 
commended for the Croix de Guerre, 
and few men have earned it better. 

"The endurance of the French 
troops during this battle was beyond 
all praise. We are goinf{ to stay 
here,' said one of these poilus to a 
staff officer, ‘until we are killed, and 
in that way we are sure the reserves 
will be able to come up in time.' I 
spoke to a wounded man just back 
from the firing treoch. He had lost 
his right hand, and 1 condoled with 
him on his Lad luck. "That is noth¬ 
ing,' he replied cheerfully. 'I offered 
my life to France, and she has only 
taken my hand, so there 1 gain.' 

"In the utter fatigue the men fought 
on doggedly without food or drink. 
An artillery captain told me the story 
of his battery. It was in the full 
height of the assault, and their guns 
had been firing round after rpund at 
the highest speed. After seven or 
eight rounds the 75's became so hot 
that it is impossible to fire any longer 
until the piece* have been cooled. 
Their guns had reached the stage of 
heat, and there was no water left ex¬ 
cept in the men’s water bottles. The 
men were almost dving of thirst, and 
yet of their own free will they re¬ 
fused to drink a single drop, reserv¬ 
ing all the water in their flasks for the 
cooling of the pieces which were de¬ 
fending the infantry a mile or two 
away. 

“In connection with the battle of 
Verdun the name of Colonel Driant. 
Deputy of N«ncy and a patriotic 
writer, will always be remembered. 
With his two battalions of picked 
troops he recovered by a counter¬ 
attack the original French positions 
in the Bois drs Caures. but owing to 
the withdrawal of the French left the 
Germans began to surround him. He 
divided the men into five columns -for 
the retreat that had become inevit¬ 
able, and he himself marched in the 
rrar of the last column. Almost all 
his troops had retired safely from t'ie 
woods when the Germans closed 
round from the left and from the 
right nipping the last French column, 
as it were, with a pair of gigantic pin¬ 
cers. A hundred men or so were cot 
off, and with them Colonel Driant, 
who true to the ancient naval tradi¬ 
tion that captain should be the last 
man to leave hit ship had chosen for 
himself the place of danger." 

Would Crash Holland 

A Quarter of a Million Germans in 

Holland, and- Moat of Them 
Are Spies 

Of Holland's danger Louis Rae- 
maekers, the artist, saya: "In my 
country I think there are a quarter 
of a million Germans. There are many 
thousands of them in Amsterdam and 
almost every German is a spy. 1 
estimate that there are also thou¬ 
sands of military spies. The Germans 
know all our weaknesses and our 
strength. Near Limburg, in a dis¬ 
trict where there are quite unimport¬ 
ant villages, they have built numer¬ 
ous railways. The grass has been 
growing between the rails for thirty- 
five years, and there were no trains 
running when I was there, and I have 
spent ten years in the neighborhood. 
We shall see whether the Germans 
consider themselves strong enough tp 
’hack a way’ through. 

The concentration of tbeir troops 
on our frontier was surely part of a 
carefully laid plan, the development 
of which we shall soon witness. It 
was as deliberate as the sinking of 
the Tubantta and the Palembang. I 
should imagine that the sinking of 
these vessels was done with the avow¬ 
ed object of provoking a sharp note 
from the Dutch Government and such 
an outburst of feeling in Hollind as 
would give the Germans a pretext for 
declaring war and making an attempt, 
at securing the mouth of the Rhine, 
■IMl they have so long coveted. 1 
am so convinced that my views are 
correct that, although forty-seven 
years.of age, I have decided to volun¬ 
teer for service in thw Dutch army. 

Ihe German armies will inert vutli 
a warm reception when they do cross 
the froniier. but it is idle to under¬ 
estimate the power of the invaders. 
It is well known that as a iast resort 
we have a powerful means of defence 
in the flooding of vast areas of the 
country between our frontiers and the 
principal towns. But the Gerfogns are 
perfectly well aware of this plan and 
know very much more about it than 
the average Dutchman. It must be 
remembered, too, in calculating our 
chances that our guns were made in 
Germany, and Krupp's agents know 
a good deal of our whole defensive 
forts.*

Many people may be interested to 
know through what process the dis¬ 
pensation of relief to the three million 
starving people of Belgium goes m 
order to reach its destination with the 
assurance that nunc of it reaches the 
German*. Donations of money or in 
kind turned into branches of the Bel 
|riutn Relief work all over Canada arc 
in turn MifirM into the hands of the 
Belgian Relief Committee, 59 Si. Peter 
street, Montreal, which ia the official 
outlet for Canada. This in turn goes 

neutral Commission. WMCh. 
through the mere fact that it is neu¬ 
tral, prevents Germany from profiting 
by the relief sent to the Belgians. 

Cargoes of food are sent to Rotter¬ 
dam and thence by train into Belgium. 
In Telgium there are 125 central warr- 
hcuscs under the control of Amcrt 
cans and from these warehouses the 
necessary food and other supplies are 
issued to 4,000 Belgian communal 
committees. These communities re¬ 
issue the food to the Belgians as it is 
needed and hand out of the other sup¬ 
plies as permitted by the amount ar¬ 
riving. 

Since the relief work was first start¬ 
ed the national oemmittee had handed 
to the neutral commission over $6,- 
000,000 collected from British sources 
alone. Thia is but a drop in the Lus- 
ket. Three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a week is needed to carry on 
th* work and this only represents 
th.ee slices of bread and a pint of 
soup daily for the starving Belgians. 

Faithful to Treaties 

Portugal Has Been England's Faith¬ 
ful Friend and Ally For More 

• Than 500 Years 

The entry of Portugal into the war 
was welcome to all of the allies, and 
most of all to England. Germany in¬ 
deed excuses her declaration oi war 
against the Republic on the ground 
that its government are "the vassals 
of England." No, the Portuguese have 
never been the vassals of England, but 
her government, like all the wisest 
rulers of the land for more than 500 
years, arc England's faithful friend* 
and allies. Both nations have found 
their accouot in a friendship which 
goes back before the Hohrnsollern 
had set his foot in Brandenburg. The 
treaty of 1373, which first consecrated 
the political alliance between the two 
kingdoms, is still recognised by the 
signatories as extant and of binding 
objigation. The "amities, alliances, 
unions, good confederacies and league 
of pure love" which it establishes 
have prevailed almost without'inter¬ 
ruption ever since. John of Gaunt, 
fought for Portugal in the Peninsula 
as well as Wellington, and neithed we 
nor our Portuguese friends have 
thought of treating the pledges our 
fathers gave as “scraps of paper"— 
London Times. •

Sir Reginald Brade, secretary of tha 
War Office, gave facilities, through 
one of bis staff as escort, to ace sorae- 
thing of the huge war machine in full 
swing under pressure of one of the 
greataet wars with which it has ever 
had to cope. It was an experience of 
several hours, exploring the labyrinths 
of the vast institution, fairly vibrating 
with energy at every point and yet 
proceeding with precision and efficiea- 
cy in meeting the big pan it is taxing 
in the conduct o' the war. 

Seme idea of the immti^ity of thia 
war establishment may be had from 
the fact that its corridors are two 
mile* long—a good brisk wallT of an 
hour. And along these two miles is 
a good sixed city of people, over 4,000 
engaged in the infinite details of this 
war work, great and small, all the 
way from secretary of stale for war, 
down to boy -coals and girl messen¬ 
gers. And this is onl” the central es¬ 
tablishment, for the war exigencies 
have outgrown even this huge build¬ 
ing. and many outside buildings, busi¬ 
ness blocks and'other premises hava 
been taken in as War Office. 

The sudden extension of censoring 
as a precaution of military defence 
has called into service a large army 
of censors, and a number of large 
business premises in various quarters 
have been acquired for the military 
censors' branch. Three or four other 
branches arc at other points, and 

E radically the whole ordnance branch 
as grown into a separate govern¬ 
ment department with a Cabinet Min¬ 
ister, lJoyd-George, at its head. 

Yet the Wa. Office still 1 1mams 
the throbbing centre of the war work; 
her the larger questions of strategy 
and the campaigns in various theatre, 
of the war are worked out; here the 
army council and the Imperial general 
staff hold their meetings, and here the 
many branches of military work am¬ 
ity from the headquarters of General 
Sir W. Robertson, chief of the Imper¬ 
ial staff; Lieut.-General Sir H. Sc later, 
adjutant-Gencra.l to the forces; Lieut.- 
Gcneral Sir i. Cowans, quartermaster- 
general, and the two members of Par¬ 
liament who represent the civilian 
branch and keep the war branch in 
touch with Parliament, Mr. Tennant, 
Parliamentary tinder secretary for war 
and Mr. Foster, financial secretary 
for war. with Sir Reginald Hrade aa v 
secretary of the War Office and of the 
War Council. 

It is difficult to get into the War 
Office, and more difficult to get out- 
like the continental railway system. 
Guards turn away all those without 
papers from authorised sources, stat¬ 
ing a definite purpose for the visit and 
a fixed time. Passing this barrier, 
one's name and address are taken and 
a permit issued, and the addresses are 
always available if Scotland Yard 
wishes to investigate the antecedents 
of anyone making unauthorised in¬ 
quiries. 

Within the building there is an air 
of work under high pressure and writb 
rigid military discipline, with many 
officers in uniform, old soldiers ^nd 
girl messengers also in uniform, the 
girls in brown khaki dress and blouse 
with brass buttons and a brass device 
on the collar. 

New German Brutality 

l ow the Huns Continue to Oppress 
the Belgian People 
Not satisfied with levying heavy 
and unbearable taxation upon Belgians 
as a nation, and Brussels, Liege, Ant¬ 
werp. Bruges, ahd Ostend as cities, 
the Berlin anthorities have now given 
their sanction to wholesale confisca¬ 
tion. Here is a list of their known 
depredations, viz: 

1.—The exportation of the 1916 
green and grain crops to Germany. 

2 .—The prohibited sale of sugar, tea, 
coffee, and cocoa, until Berlin agrees. 

3.—The confiscation of all metals 
and stripping of locomotives for tha 
possession ol the same. 

4.—The restriction of (he safe and 
consumption of glycerine. 

5 — Suspension of the trade ia cot¬ 
ton. 

6.—The destruction and export of 
trees. 

7.—The appropriation of factories 
for the manufacture of munitions, and 
the transfer of machinery in Belgium 
to Germany. 

A—The purchase of goods at ©no¬ 
th ird their cost.
